Santa Barbara joined the scene of 
terror bombings across the nation 
today when the hometown area was 
rocked by a bomb blast that hit the 
National Guard Armory at 700 E. 
Canon Perdido St. at approximately 
4:15 a.m. 
There 
were 
no 
injuries 
and 
damage 
to 
the 
building 
was 
described as “ moderate.” 
Bomb blasts were also reported 
today 
in a San 
Rafael, 
Calif, 
courtroom and in the basement of 
Clark Hall of the University of 
Washington in Seattle. 
The 
F e d e ra l 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
joined 
with 
Santa 
Barbara police and National Guard 
investigators in the probe of the 
Santa Barbara blast. Huge chunks of 
concrete were blown out of a side 
wall of the building. A portion of the 
wall was pushed inward by the blast 
and approximately 10 windows were 
shattered. 
A 
special 
demolition 
team of Navy men were called from 
Pt| Mugu to examine fragments 
iuund at the scene. 
Maj. 
H.G. 
Nichols, 
executive 
officer of the Headquarters Battery 
of the 1st Battalion, 144th Artillery, 
occupants of the building, stated 
that no weapons were apparently 
missing but declined to state what 
weapons were inside. 
The armory is located in a mixed 
neighborhood 
of residences and 
commerical buildings. 
The bombing occurred on the 
north side of the armory and it 
followed closely on the heels of an 
announcement this week by the 
militant Weathermen in Chicago 
that Santa Barbara would be one of 
its targets for violence this year. 
The entire armory area except the 
north 
side of the 
structure 
is 
protected by a chain link fence.' 
Anyone walking by on the north side 
of the street could have had access, 
authorities stated. 


It is believed that the bomb was 
placed on the outside of the building. 
The San Rafael blast occurred in 
the courtroom of Superior Judge 
Joseph G. Wilson who has been 
holding hearings within San Quentin 
State 
Prison. 
Inspector 
Bowen 
Bridges 
of 
the 
Marin 
County 
Sheriff’s 
Department 
termed 
it 
“ quite a blast." There were no 
injuries. 


Authorities 
were 
tipped 
five 
minutes in advance of the San 
Rafael explosion. Inspector Bridges 
said an anonymous woman caller 
told a San Francisco telephone 
operator of the bomb. The operator 
notified the sheriff department. 
At 2:44 a.m., a single bomb 
exploded in Clark 
Hall at the 
University of Washington in Seattle. 
The blast sent a shower of glass 40 to 
50 feet from the building. 


A janitor who was in the building 
managed to get out before the 
explosion, after security officers 
were told 22 minutes before that a 
bomb was set to go off. 
Security officers were able to rope 
off the area prior to the blast. There 
was no- structural damage to the 
building although interior plaster 
was cracked. A small fire which 
broke out was quickly extinguished. 
The basement of the building 
houses Navy and ROTC offices.

The space shuttle is envisaged as

between Earth and low Earth orbit, 
according to NASA officials. 
Preliminary concepts call for an 
airplane-like booster and orbiter 
stages for piggyback vertical launch 
and separate horizontal landing.

spacecraft, space station supply, 
satellite 
repair 
and 
retrieval, 
propellant delivery, space rescue.

Officials from the federal census bureau are in 
Lompoc this week checking on numerous reports of 
persons not counted in the recent census, Mayor Art 
Scott revealed yesterday. 
The 
Mayor 
said 
enough 
information 
has been 
uncovered to make officials believe “ several hundred” 
Lompoc residents were not counted during the taking of 
the census earlier this year. 
Scott made another urgent appeal to citizens who 
might think they were not counted, stating: “ Please call 
City Hall, R E 6-1261, immediately, or the police station, 
R E 6-8550, nights, Saturday or Sunday, if you believe you 
or anyone else living in your household, including 
visitors, may not have been counted in the 1970 census. 


“ Many people in Lompoc were missed and the U.S. 
census people are here at the present time to complete 
count. You can save yourself and all of the citizens and 
taxpayers money by helping to insure that everybody is 
counted ” 
Preliminary figures released by the census bureau 
showed the city to be several thousand people short of an 
estimated population Because each resident represents 
about $15 of revenue to the city from various tax rebates, 
a campaign was started to determine if everyone had 
been counted and whether or not the census bureau 
figures were correct 
According to Scott the city’s efforts have, so far, 
proven successful 
Sadat appears likely to win

Anwar Sadat emerged as Egypt’s 
interim president today and with a 
pledge to follow the policies of Gam- 
al Abdel Nasser appeared likely to 
win the Oct. 15 national plebescite 
by an overwhelming majority and to 
rule Egypt for the next six years. 
Unanimously nominated to the 
presidency by 353 national assembly 
members meeting in extraordinary 
session 
Wednesday 
night, 
the 
former 
two-time 
vice president 
spelled out a sixpoint program in a 
20-minute acceptance speech closely 
tuned 
to Nasser’s foreign and 
domestic policies. , 
In the diplomatic arena, the semi­ 
official Cairo newspaper Al-Ahram 
said today Egypt has begun a new 
diplomatic 
offensive 
with 
the 
backing of the Soviet Union aimed at 
putting 
the 
Middle 
East crisis 
before the U N. General Assembly. 
Egypt has instructed its foreign 
missions 
to

viewpoints 
“ regarding developments in the 
Middle East crisis” following the 
American halt to the Big Four talks 
and 
the 
frozen 
Arab-Israeli 


negotiations mediated in New York 
by U N special envoy Gunnar V. 
Jarring, the paper said

said 
the' offensive also is 
targeted to work for implemen­ 
tation of the Nov. 22, 1967, Security 
Council resolution calling for the 
Israeli 
withdrawal 
from 
all 
occupied territory and to condemn 
Israel’s attitude toward the peace 
talks. Israel withdrew from the 
negotiations 
Sept. 
8 
following 
repeated charges of Egyptian cease» 
fire violations. 
Sadat pledged to press Egypt’s 
“ conflict of destiny” with Israel, 
vowed to recover all the territory 
seized by Israel during the 1967 June 
war and to assist the Palestinian 
Liberation Movement in following 
the goals of his predecessor, with 
whom he was closely associated 
since 1936. 
In Jordan, Amman Radio said the 
Arab officials who engineered a 
cease-fire between the Palestinian 
guerrillas and troops loyal to King 
Hussein during the Jordanian civil 
war worked out a new agreement 
today to govern relations between 


the belligerents 


The more detailed version of the 
original cease-fire pact signed last 
Sept. 27 by Arab kings and heads of 
state 
was 
designed 
to 
ensure 
peaceful coexistence between both 
sides and to plug loopholes in the 
original 
accord 
which

ident Nixon was reported pleased 
today with over-all reaction to his 
“ major new initiative for peace” in 
Southeast Asia, including an imme­ 
diate cease-fire and standstill. 
The Communist negotiators at the 
Paris peace talks quickly attacked 
the plan as political gimmickry 
aimed at American voters less than 
four 
weeks 
from 
the 
U.S. 
congressional elections, 
but 
the 
White House anticipated that. 
The President outlined his plan in 
a 14-minute broadcast to the nation 
Wednesday night, including very 
early in his speech the cease-fire 
plan to “ end the killing.” 
“ A cease-fire should cause all 
kinds of warfare to stop,” he 
declared. 
The Red negotiators as expected 
attacked the plan publicly but they 
agreed to discuss it in talks with 
Washington 
and Saigon’s repre­ 
sentatives. 
The Communists said the Nixon 
offer, including a call for an all 
Indochina 
conference 
and 
for 
immediate release of all prisoners 
by both sides, was a ploy to win 
votes for Nixon supporters in the 
elections. 
They also said the proposal was 
intended by Nixon to try to legalize 
“ Am erican 
aggression’’ 
in 
Southeast Asia while also continuing 
to maintain a “ tyranical, fascist and 
bellicose” government in Saigon. 
Reaction among U.S. friends and 
allies 
around 
the 
world 
was 
generally favorable though cautious. 
Nixon supporters on Capitol Hill 
were warm in praise and even many 
critics of his policies gave mostly 
positive reactions to his speech. 
Ronald L. Ziegler, White House 
press secretary, pictured Nixon as 
pleased with the response which 
Ziegler described as “ extremely 
good” over-all. 
As for the Communist reaction, 
Ziegler said, “ It’s not unexpected. 
We anticipated this. We hope they 
will 
give 
serious 
thought 
and 
consideration to the proposal.” 
The White House and other U.S. 
officials had expected quick public 
criticism 
by 
the 
Communist 
negotiators, 
short 
of 
outright 
rejection. This turned out to be 
generally accurate. 
The Paris representatives of the 
Viet Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnam 
agreed to discuss the Nixon plan in 
future talks. Ziegler said the United 
States hoped they would “ take a 
good look at it and give it thoughtful 
consideration.” 
The press secretary said it was 
hoped that the Communists would 
study the peace plan “ in the same 
spirit in which it was made —the 
spirit, which is a serious effort to 
move the talks to more productive 
grounds.” 
As 
for 
the 
charge 
by 
the 
Communists as well as some of his 
critics at home that the peace plan 
was timed so as to have a possible 
major 
impact 
on 
the 
coming 
elections, Senate Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott said 
somewhat the 
reverse was true. 
Scott said Nixon told congres­ 
sional 
leaders Wednesday 
night 
three hours before the speech that 
he 
was 
purposely 
making 
the 
proposal now rather than just before 
the voting. 
“ He called attention to the fact 
that he had voiced the obvious 
politics of delaying this until a week 
before the elections,” Scott told 
reporters today. “ There are no 
political overtones because there’s 
plenty 
of 
time 
to 
allow 
full 
discussion in the country.” 
Some of the harshest domestic 


criticism of Nixon's plan came from 
former Sen. Wayne Morse, Oregon 
Democrat. In a statement today he 
said the President’s offer, “ when 
stripped 
of 
its 
rhetorical 
camouflage, calls in fact for North 
Vietnam 
and 
the 
National 
Liberation Front to surrender.” 
Morse said it was “ a cruel hoax 
that would not bring peace but 
“ leave 
a 
heritage 
of 
war 
to 
oncoming 
generations 
of 
young 
Americans.” 
Even before they were formally 
handed the package at today's latest 
session of the Paris peace talks, the 
Communist 
representatives 
attacked the Nixon plan. 
The 
chief 
North 
Vietnamese 
negotiator, Xuan Thuy, said it was 
designed to be “ a gift certificate to 
the American electorate” less than 
four weeks before the U.S. congres­ 
sional elections and as “ a coverup to 
mislead world opinion " 
Madame Nguyen Thi Binh, the 
chief Viet Cong negotiator, said the 
Nixon plan “ does not aim at putting 
an end to the American aggression” 
or restoring peace “ on the basis of 
the respect of independence and 
sovereignty 
of 
Indochinese 
peoples.” She said it was simply a 
move aimed at “ legalizing the 
American aggression.” 
The immediate public reaction of, 
the Communist negotiators was 
generally expected by U.S. officials 
to be negative, and in his speech 
Nixon 
acknowledged 
that 
the 
obstacles to achieving peace were 
great. 
But he declared: “ It has always 
been easier to make war than to 
make a truce. To build an honorable 
peace, we must accept the challenge 
of long and difficult negotiations.” 
The proposal for an immediate 
“ cease-fire in place” — with all 
forces in all Indochina stopping the 
shooting 
and 
maintaining 
their 
positions— was the major new 
phase of his new proposal. 


Nixon said these were the other 
key elements: 
—An 
all-Indochina 
peace con­ 
ference, using the Geneva accords 
of 1954 and 1962 on Vietnam and 
Laos as the “ basis for settlement of 
problems between (all i states in the 
Indochina area.” 


—A 
promise to 
pull out all 
American GIs from Vietnam on “ an 
agreed timetable” as part of a 
settlement based “ on principles I 
spelled 
out 
previously” —which 
made 
total 
U.S. 
withdrawal 
contingent on North Vietnamese 
withdrawal from South Vietnam. 


—That 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
people be assured the right “ to 
determine for themselves the kind 
of government they want,” which he 
said would not meet the “ patently 
unreasonable demand,” 
that he 
attributed to the Communists, to 
“ dismantle 
the 
organized 
non- 
Communist forces and insure the 
takeover by one party, and ... the 
right to exclude whomever they 
wish from government. 
—“ Immediate and unconditional 
release of all prisoners of war held 
by both sides ... without exception 
and without condition.”

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Tentative guidelines have 
been drawn up for the UCSB 
academic 
community 
aimed at preventing unau­ 
thorized changes in content, 
teaching and administration 
of academic courses, and at 
preventing 
disruptive 
conduct in classrooms. 


Based 
on 
guidelines 
developed by UC Presidentt 
Charles 
Hitch 
for 
the 
c h a n c e l l o r s 
of 
the 
University’s nine campuses, 
the UCSB guidelines are 
being circulated on campus 
over 
the 
signature 
of 
Chancellor 
Vernon 
I. 
Cheadle 
and 
Academic 
Senate Chairman James L. 
Walters. 


This code of conduct and 
procedure, which may be 
modified following a review

year. 


Spelled 
out 
are 
the 
various 
obligations 
of 
faculty members, students, 
teaching 
assistants, 
departmental chairmen and

Among the guidelines are 
those 
specifying 
that 
classes and examinations 
are to be held at officially 
scheduled times and places 
and that teachers are to 
honor 
their 
instructional 
appointments; that course 
subject matter is not to be 
subjected to unauthorized 
c h a n g e s ; 
and 
that 
“ extraneous or irrelevant 


subject matter or discussion 
is not to be allowed to inter­

grants to local governments

recreational facilities along 
the state water project. 
Lagomarsino blamed the 
defeat of the Governor's tax 
shift program on “ election 
politics” and said that those 
responsible for killing the 


program “ may have to bear 
the blame if these bond 
issues are defeated. ” 
“ We know that tax bills 
are going to go up in every 
county of the state. The 
Governor’s 
tax 
program 
would 
have offset these 
increases by 27 percent for

homeowner, 
softening the blow,” the 
senator stated. 
Lagomarsino 
said

timing of the tax increases -

notice

teachers, and elementary 
librarians were part of the 
school staff. 
But in the 
spring of 1968 the special art 
teachers were eliminated 
entirely. 
Music 
teachers 
have been cut gradually and 
this fall two instructors who 
left their elementary jobs 
for 
secondary 
positions 
were not replaced with the 
result that there is now no 
vocal music program. 


The staff of elementary 
librarians has decreased to 
three 
persons 
who 
are 
supposed 
to 
service 
14 
elementary 
schools. 
The 
school district has a policy 
in effect that if any of these 
instructors leave, they are 
not to be replaced. This 
means there will be no 
library program in the near 
future and there is little 
enough now. 
This leaves the burden of 
these areas of instruction 
upon the classroom teacher 
who does as adequate a job 
as possible. However, this 


same 
teacher 
has

academic subjects to teach 
— reading, math, 
social 
studies, 
science, 
health, 
language 
arts, 
spelling, 
handwriting,

and 
w ere 
a lso 
dropped. ) 
Therefore, 
the

aspects of education can 
only be fitted into the school 
child’s day if there is “spare 
time." 
Perhaps, you wonder if 
art, music, and here w e’ll 
include P.E., are important. 
All youngsters need to find 
some sort of success in 
school to want to continue. 
Yet 
many 
cannot 
be 
excellent readers or good 
m a th e m a tic ia n s; 
art, 
music, and P.E. offer other 
outlets for expression. Often 
a child who is extremely 
frightened of speaking in 
front of a class will forget 
his shyness in music class 
and sing out at the top of his 
lungs. Students who find 
good grammar difficult can

Anti-credit card business 
spreading across nation 


LOS 
A N G E L E S 
(UPI)—Mike M. Yamano, 
33, is the head of an anti­ 
credit card ring and it’s 
spreading fast. 
From 
its Los 
Angeles 
b a s e , 
hi s 
U n i t e d 
International Club Inc., has 
galloped from Okinawa to 
New York operating on a 
simple premise—cash. 
The key to the operation is 
a green and gold plastic 
card that looks deceptively 
like the ones credit card 
companies give away. 
But with Yamano’s card, 
the customer is entitled to 
discounts of from 10 to 40 
per cent on merchandise 
when paying by cash at 
participating 
businesses, 
more than 70 in Los Angeles 
alone. 
“ Businesses are willing to 
take $90 for a $100 suit if 
they can get cash,” says 
Yamano, who in a little 


more 
than 
a 
year 
has 
attracted 22,000 customers. 
“They avoid the expense 
and worry of billing or 
discounting the charge out 
to a credit card company, or 
adding carrying charges and 
interest 
for 
longterm 
collection.” 
“There is no trick,” he 
says, “The merchant can’t 
mark up the price and then 
offer a discount, because he 
doesn’t know he has one of 
the 
cardholders 
until 
it 
comes time for him to close 
the sale.”

The hot 
mooners claim victory. 
But after a year of study 
of the first moon samples 
they talk in more moderate 
terms of a cool upper layer 
and a hot interior. 
“Just the identification of 
these rocks as basalts has 
swung the argument from a 
cold moon to a hot moon in 
an 
irreversible 
fashion,” 
said Dr. Alfred E. Ringwood 
at the conclusion of a lively 
moon 
science conference 
last week. 
Formed from Lava 
B a s a l t 
is 
a 
d a r k 
crystalline 
rock 
formed 
from the solidification of 
lava. Nearly all the solid 
rocks returned from the 
Apollo 11 and 12 missions 
fell into this category. That 
means there had to be heat 
somewhere on the moon. 
Most 
researchers 
now 
seem to accept the idea that 
the lavas making up the 
greater lunar 
seas were 
melted 
deep 
within 
the 
moon at a temperature of 
a b o u t 
2,200 
d e g r e e s 
fahrenheit. 
“ I don’t think it’s possible 
to avoid the conclusion that 
th<* deep lunar interior was 
very hot, hot enough to act 
a 
i m rce region for lavas 


between 
three 
and 
four 
billion 
years 
ago,” 
said 
Ringwood, 
an 
Australian 
University geochemist who 
led several discussions at 
the three-day meeting. 
A Cool Crust 
Tied in with that hot-at- 
death theory is the belief 
that the moon has a cool 
crust a few hundred miles 
thick. Such a shell is needed 
to 
support the 
irregular 
masses 
on 
the 
moon’s 
surface. 
Dr. Eugene Shoemaker, a 
long-time 
lunar 
geologist 
from the California Institute 
of 
Technology, 
said 
the 
moon 
unquestionably has 
cooled off in the last billion 
years or so. But he said it 
still 
must 
be 
pretty 
hot—although solid—inside. 
“It must be still, in the 
deep interior, close to being 
melted if it ever was melted 
once, which we know for 
sure,” he said. 
However, Dr. Harold C. 
Urey, Nobel prize winning 
chemist 
and 
long-time 
defender of the cold moon, 
is not convinced it was ever 
hot to any great extent. 
He 
a gr e e d 
at 
the 
conference 
held 
at 
the 
Lunar Science Institute that 
lavas make up the lunar 
seas, but he contended the 
moon was and is basically 
cool and that something 
melted the upper 60 miles or 
so a billion years after it 
formed.

HEIDELBERG, G e r m a n y —(NEA)— 
Albert Speer realized how much the world 
had passed him by the morning after he 
was released from Spandau prison four 
years ago. 
“We were driving through Berlin to the 
airfield,” he recalls. “I asked to be driven 
a little around the city which I knew so 
well since I had been the city planner. 
I couldn’t even orient myself, there were 
so many new streets. I didn’t know where 
I was.” 
Today a sense of presence has returned 
to his life. He has written his memoirs and 
he serves as a consultant to two German 
industrial firms who value his experience 
in architecture and production. He reviews 
his past with the candor that prompted 
William Shirer, in “The Rise and Fall of 
the Third Reich,” to pick Speer out among 
the Nazi war criminals as the man “who 
made the most straightforward impres­ 
sion of all and who during the long trial 
spoke honestly and with no attempt to 
shirk his responsibility and his guilt.” 
Even now his discussions of the Hitler 
era are cathartic. 
“I have no explanation for my misbe­ 
havior,” he says, “and I think that is still 
an unsatisfying answer. As late as Sep­ 
tember, 1944, I wrote Hitler in a memo­ 
randum that ‘I feel quite good so long as 
I do my work as a nonpolitical leader.’ 
I deluded myself. A minister of the gov­ 
ernment can never be nonpolitical.” 
Does he feel he paid his penalty, serving 
the 20 years for which he was committed 
at Nuernberg? 
“No, I don’t feel that it can ever be paid, 
but it would be wrong for me to go around 
with a sad face, feeling dark. I am what 
you see.” 
And you see a man in repose who can 
offer enlightment. Rudolf Hess, who made 
the mad flight to Scotland in 1942 because 
of “a dream which came to him,” is alone 
in Spandau, a mysterious figure. Does 
Speer consider him insane? 


“Not in the normal psychiatric sense. 
He is a peculiar person. But we are dis­ 
tinguishing between ‘verrueckt,’ which is 
insane, and ‘erspinnt,’ or eccentric. In 
prison, he often showed signs of being 
eccentric and I think that is part of his 
nature.” 
There has always been some speculation 
that Martin Bormann, Hitler’s personal 
aide, is alive in South America. 


“Bormann,” notes Speer, “was a hard 
drinker and had the look of a man already 
suffering from a bad liver. If he got to 
South America and had a chance to get 
liquor, he would have died a long time 
ago. I’m sure of it because he wasn’t the 
type to live a long time.” 
It still seems strange that with Germany 
in the throes of complete collapse in early 
1945, the war effort went on. 


“Our situation was so desperate for the 
future that people were willing to go on 
fighting even when it was hopeless. Un­ 
conditional surrender and the Morgenthau 
plan (which was to reduce Germany to 
an agrarian state) gave Goebbels ideal 
propaganda to tell everybody that this 
would be the end of Germany.” 
But wasn’t Hitler in those final days 
determined to destroy Germany along with 
himself? 
“Yes, and that’s the most terrible thing 
about him in history—that he damned his 
own people.” 
Does Speer approve of the principle of 
the Nuernberg trials? 
“Yes, I approve of it. At the time of 
the trials, there was a kind of idealism 
around. And people thought they would 
really help for the future. It’s not up to me 
to say I’m disappointed, but I feel those 
hopes weren’t fulfilled. The trials did show 
that the guilt was not on the German 
people but on those prisoners in the dock.” 
Does what happened at My Lai in Viet­ 
nam surprise him? 
“I don’t give any answers to what's 
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Albert Speer as the young planning 
genius of Germany under Hitler. 


happening now. I failed so much in my 
life, not judging rightly what was happen­ 
ing, that it would be too presumptuous to 
judge what other people do.” 
He can’t rid himself of a picture, com­ 
posed during testimony at Nuernberg, of a 
family—husband, wife, children—march­ 
ing to their deaths in the gas chamber. 
He corresponds with an old friend of his 
days as an architectural student. The 
friend escaped from Hitler Germany and 
lives in Santa Fe, N.M. He is a retired 
engineer. The friend is Jewish. 
Speer says, “He writes to me, ‘Albert, 
you are absolutely wrong. You are a fine 
man. . . .’ And so on.” 
He displays a letter from Cincinnati. 
Ohio, received after being interviewed for 
American television. “You seem to be a 
person,” it reads, “that I wish I could get 
to know better and understand.” 
Albert Speer, pricked by uncomfortable 
memories, has made the same quest with­ 
out all the answers. 
“I would like to get rid of the memo­ 
ries,” he says, “but it’s impossible. I have 
to live with them.”

Q—My son, 10, is hyperac­ 
tive. The school hounded me 
about it until our doctor pre­ 
scribed Deaner for him. Is 
this drug habit-f o r m i n g? 
Does it cause harmful side 
effects? 
A—Deanol acetamidbenzo- 
ate (Deaner) is one of sev­ 
eral drugs that are helpful in 
the treatment of overactive 
c h i l d r e n . It is not habit- 
forming. P o s s i b l e side ef­ 
fects from too large a dosage 
include headache, insomnia 
and an itching skin rash. 


Q—My son, 2, has an awful 
temper. He can be playing 
quietly, then suddenly start 
to kick and scream. He has a 
6-months-old brother. Could 
the tantrums be to get spe­ 
cial attention or is it an in­ 
herited trait? What can be 
done for these outbursts? 
A—Temper tantrums are 
not inherited but are some­ 
times imitative of a parent’s 
actions. It is very likely that 
this child is making a play 
for more attention. At such 
times, you must be loving 
but firm. You must make 
your child feel secure and at 
the same time let him know 
that you disapprove of his 
behavior and that he can’t 
use it to get his own way— 
admittedly not an easy task 


Q—My son, 5, doesn’t pro­ 
nounce his w o r d s plainly. 
Will he outgrow this? 
A—By the time a child is 
3Vfe, he can usually speak 
plainly unless there is a mal­ 


formation of his voice box, 
soft p a l a t e , hard palate, 
nasal partition, jaws, lips or 
tongue. Some children with 
none of these defects do out­ 
grow this trouble by the time 
they are 8 but the best 
results in remedial speech 
centers are obtained when 
appropriate t r e a t m e n t is 
started early. 


Q—When my nephew, 10, 
was 4 he began to stutter. 
What caused this and what 
can be done about it? 
A—All children trip over 
their words when they are 
excited. We now know that 
stuttering is caused by tell­ 
ing a child that he is a stut­ 
terer instead of accepting 
this as a normal stage of de­ 
velopment. In other words, 
stuttering is nothing more 
than extreme selfconscious­ 
ness about one’s speech and 
loss 
of 
self-confidence 
in 
one’s speaking ability. Once 
the habit is established, the 
services of a speech thera­ 
pist are necessary. 


Q—My daughter has just 
adopted a 10-month-old boy. 
He has a very shallow chest 
and one testicle has not de­ 
veloped. 
Can anything be 
done to correct these condi­ 
tions? 
A—Chest deformities can 
usually be corrected surg­ 
ically. An undeveloped test­ 
icle is not serious and re­ 
quires no t r e a t m e n t . The 
other testicle will produce 
enough sperms to insure the 
boy’s ability to be a father 
when he matures.

I have come back from the funeral 
of John Dos Passos It was in a way 
typical of him to die a few minutes 
after 
Nasser, 
who

course 
swamped the obituary headlines, so 
much so that Dos Passoss own 
young stepson, away at law school, 
who reads the papers lackadai­ 
sically and listens not at all to the 
radio or TV, was not aware of the 
death until a few hours before the

Century. Forget them If you can 
The answer is that no one can 
forget Dos Passos, and the working 
press, somehow, sensed it. The 
reporters and the television people 
were at his funeral. I was accosted 
by one, who asked me to assess the 
literary work of JD P . I was at that 
moment in the company of John 
Chamberlain, whom William Lyon 
Phelps once called the principal 
literary critic of his generation, and 
to open my voice on Dos Passos in 


Chamberlain's presence would have 
been doubly to profane the situation 
inasmuch as what I wanted to say 
was simply that I would have been 
present, 
here 
at 
the 
Episcopal 
Church of Towson, Maryland, as 
sorrowfully 
if 
JD P 
had 
never 
written a word, because I knew him 
primarily as a friend; but if literary 
taxonomy 
was 
what 
the 
press 
wanted, 
why 
didn't 
they 
ask 
Chamberlain? The 
widow, 
firm, 
tall, 
beautiful, 
moved 
serenely 
through the vague confusion, the 
result of an uneasy apprehension 
that the death of this modest man 
who came closest to explaining 
America 
to the world, might just 
turn out to be a historical event the 
neglect of which would above all 
proclaim the philistinism of the 
country he loved so very much than 
his literary detractors love it. 


It was all so very hard to sort out, 
because the historical meaning of 
the occasion was clearly secondary 
to all who were there except the 
press. I traveled to Baltimore with 
an extraordinarily self-disciplined 
attorney 
(it 
was his seventieth 
birthday > who had known JD P for 
fifty years, and on three occasions, 
my traveling companion had to turn 
away 
from 
a 
conversation, 
overcome by tears at the awful 
prospect of facing life without the 
friendship oí John Dos Passos. If 
C.D. Batchelor were active, he'd 
have done a drawing ol the Statue of 
Liberty weeping over his loss; this 
irreparable loss.

On the other hand it is worth 
noting that Dos Passos did not suiter 
the pains that torture those artists 
who cry over the neglect of them by 
their 
contemporaries.

only 
reason why he did not treat the 
literary 
press 
with 
the 
total 
aloofness of, say, an 
Edmund 
Wilson, or a Charles Lindbergh, is 
that he was too good natured He 
could not bring himself to say No to 
the tenacious literary reporter who 
wanted to interview him and write a 
profile of him. 
Mr. 
Dan 
Wakefield, 
a 
most 
conscientious 
journalist 
and 
novelist, wrote a considerable pro­ 
file of Dos Passos a few years ago, 
and I remember asking him what 
his opinion of it was, to which he 
replied with a shyness which neither 
he - nor David Garrick - could have 
feigned, that in lact he hadn't read 
it. “ I find.' he said, with a self- 
effacing giggle that his fnneds knew 
as 
his conversational 
signature, 
“ that when I start reading those 
things" - by which he meant profiles 
of himself, or reviews ol his books - 
“ mv eyes just dribble off the page, 
so I just don't look at them 
Did this mean that he had no self­ 
esteem ? 
No. 
that 
would 
be 
inaccurate It means that he was a 
genuine artist, who did the very best 
he could every time he sat down to 
write a novel, or a book of history; 
but that since he had absolutely 
nothing 
to 
contribute 
to 
the 
improvement of a book after it was 
published, what was the point in 
reading reviews of his books? Or - 
for heaven's sakes - reviews of 
himseli, as author of said books? “ If 
I had to describe him in a single 
sentence." his next door neighbor 
told me after the funeral. “ I would 
say that he was a modest man; the 
most modest man I ever met 
We are talking about someone 
who 
stupefied 
the 
literary 
generation of the twenties. Critics 
as disparate as Jean Paul Sartre and 
Whittaker 
Chambers 
were 
to 
remark matter-of-faetly that he was 
the greatest novelist in America 
The formal tributes did not. all of 
them, come in. It was an open secret 
that he was scorned by the Nobel 
Prize committee because of his 
political sympathies. He began his 
career as an arden sympathizer of

movements 
After the Spanish Civil War, he 


Meandering with Gaylen Jackson 
Problems 


With a general election only a few 
weeks ago, 1 can't help but give 
some thought to a couple of the 
perennial problems connected with 
getting a candidate for public off ice 
elected. 
Foremost among them is the 
matter of money. It s hard to come 
by 
Many of us who 
co m p o s e 
the 
electorate of 
this 
nation 
w ill 
go 
through our entire 
l i v e s 
w it h o u t 
making a financial 
contribution of even 
so much as a single 
dollar to the cam­ 
paign coffers of any 
candidate 
or 
any 
political party. 
We will set back and condemn 
politicans for accepting large gifts 
of money and tangible goods and 
services from the well-heeled who 
have special interests to protect. 
But these wealthy people realize 
that through their contributions they 
do 
purchase 
some 
special 
considerations 
from 
elected 
officials. 
It is not really graft. But we have 
to 
face 
facts. 
When 
a 
large 
contributor to a political campaign 
needs a favor, the recipient of his 
largesse is hard put not to give some 
deep thought to the matter. After 
all, a politician may reason, another 
election will be coming up soon, and 
funds will again be required to carry 
out an effective campaign 
And yet, if every registered voter 
in this country would donate just one 
dollar each year to the political 
party of his choice, the problem of 
money for campaign purposes would 
be virtually solved. There would be 
no need for the inner circle of 
politically 
minded 
people 
to 
buttonhole the wealthy, and the 
special-interest oriented people of 
our country, to obtain campaign 
contributions. 
Considerably 
less 
than 
one 
percent of the registered voters 
across this nation will contribute 
financial assistance to any political 
campaign this year. 


A slightly higher percentage than 
this will donate time to the election 
process, other than just casting a 
ballot. And herein lies another of the 
problems facing candidates 
How 
do 
you 
get 
people 
to 
volunteer to work in a campaign9 
The answer is not simple. People on 
the whole just do not want to be 
bothered They don’t have the time 
to help good candidates get elected. 
But they have the time to watch 
hours and hours of television each 
day. 
Then, they criticize the election 
process as being too expensive. 
They 
contend 
that 
politics 
is 
controlled by the special interest 
groups, the wealthy, those who have 
something to gain. 
And yet, if they will but take a few 
minutes for serious thinking, they 
will 
see 
that 
each 
of 
us 
has 
something to gain or lose when 
individuals 
of 
questionable 
character and integrity are elected. 
Each of us in this country has a 
real stake in politics, for it is 
through the political process that 
our freedoms are retained or lost. 
And each of us should participate 
in the election process actively, 
giving of our money when we can 
afford to do so, and giving a little of 
our time to see that capable, worthy 
men and women are elected to serve 
us.
